The southeast Asian nations” recent rush to normalize 
relations with Peking has created uneasy and bitter feelings 
in Taipei. The Nationalists” severance of relations with Ma- 
nila and Bangkok were retaliatory steps which surprised no 
one. However，Taipei's protests to Manila and Bangkok， 
which included strongly worded warnings related to the 
-internal security problems of both nations，betrayed the 
Nationalists" unrealistic appraisal of the political situation of 
the world today. 5 

The Nationalists still do not realize that，after a nation's 
recognition of Peking，although 过 has recalled its ambassa- 
dor from Taipei,， 让 has not““declared war”with Taipei. In 
fact, 让 Peking and Taipei were not so adamant in their“one- 
China”policy，most nations would not hesitate to iaintain 
diplomatic relations with both :governments，and such has 
been the policy of the United States since the Nixon visit to 
Peking. 

The Communist-Nationajlist conflict in China has been a 
civil war. History has 'attested to the fallacy of viewing this 
confliet purely as an international Commtunist conspiracy 让 
the eyes of the rightists，or as part of the American global 
colonization plan in the eyes of the leftists. Though we are 
not saying that there has not been any foreign participation， 
the war in China is essentially a civil war. 

As a civil war，which has been relatively dormant for the 
past twenty-odd years, it would be difficult indeed to ask al 
the foreign nations to take sides. For example，China should 
stay clear of the insurgency problems in the Philippines and 
Thailand. China should also reject foreign participation in its 
internal conflict in any form. 

Today，several nations in the world，notably Germany， 
have more than one government in effective control of their 
countries. So long as these divided nations do not mind， 
foreign _ governments could recognize them al In other 
words,， it is not difficult for foreign governments to be 
friendly with Chinese of all kinds of political persuasions. 
Being friendly to one party is not necessarily being hostile to 
the others. 

The same is true with Chinese Americans in their relation 
with China. When a Chinese American goes to the trade fair 
in KKwangchow (Canton)，returns to his ancestral village in 
China，or enjoys the archaeological exhibition，it does not 
mean that the person has become an anti-Nationalist. By the 
same token, when a Chinese American visits Taiwan, it does 
not mean that he has turned into an anti-Commumnist! 

We understand and respect both Chinese governments- 
firm stand in upholdqing their one-China policy. We under- 
stand that the warlike atmosphere in the Taiwan Strait has 
not lifted.. We also understand that due to the new situation 
in Southeast Asia, Taipei will try to ajter its overseas Chinese 
policy. We do not know how this change will affect Chinese 
American communities， However，after Several setbacks in 
diplomacy, Taipei should be reajistic about their understand- 
ing of the attitudes of foreign nations as well as overseas 
Chinese. The foreign nations,， though most have decided to 
，establish relations with Peking，are not enemies of Taipei. 
The overseas Chinese, though most have chosen to become 
citizens of the resident nation，are not hostile toward any 
Chinese government. 

From what we have observed of the State Department's 
indications，Washington may Soon normalize 这 s Telations 
with Peking. We urge the leaders in Taipei to refrain from 
0OVeI-reacting or exporting fear and hostility to the Chinese 
communities in America.

After al，community sup- 
port is measured by a pifogram 's 
degree of success.”If time could 
allow' it, he would set up a system 
based on a“Zero Base Budget.”

with.a zero allocation, and funds 
are approved on a program-by- 
program basis for all ongoing and 
new activities. 

A second problem is the grow- 
ing dependence of supported 
agencies on United Way funds. 
Since contributed funds grow 
Imore slowly than the need for 


Services, free services have to be 


contained，with organizations 
striving for greater self-suffi- 


ciency. On the positive side， 证 


Fong commends the United Way 
for its affirmative action in put- 
ting together more representa- 
tive boards and panels，and for 
过 s remarkably low outlay for ad- 
ministration . 

Personal involvement in the 
United Way budget battles has 
taught Fong about how commu- 
nity organizations might operate 
also. He has long observed that 
vehement confrontation is not the 
way to go _ because ”让 doesn't 
Work. Pressure might force an ex- 
pedient solution，but not a per- 
manent one，since neither side 
develops an understanding of the 
other's position . 

“Lobbying can be the most ef- 
fective，Whether in business or 
politics, there is usually a small 
fraternity” which has the real 
power and influence 一 you have 
to get the ear of these people.” 


From where he sits in the hier- - 


archy of the Bank of America， 
Fong reajlizes he is only one of 
many Vice presidents，but still 
bejlieves his position and voice 
can be used advantageously. 
United Way budgeting is Fong's 
only major community volunteer 
activity now, but being a banker， 
he :has to eventually acquire 
higher interest.

Services pravided in all counties include information and referral services，protective services for 
children and adults，out-ofhomes service for children and aduits，ochild care _ services，health related 
services-family planning services，homemaker services for adults，chore services for adults，and 
employment services， AFDC.， Special social services _ are available to the Mentally and 
Developmentally Disabled. Additional services may be offered in special counties in the state.

STANFORD 一 Two new politi- 
cal stars have risen in China who 
apparently will manage the trans- 
fer of power from Chairman Mao 
and Chou En-lai，according to 
Harry Harding， Asian Specialist 
and assistant professor of politi- 
cal science at Stanford 

China will strive to maintain its 
ideologically pure cultural revolu- 
tion from becoming “polluted 
by revisionism . 

The new Political figures are 
Teng Hsiao-p'ing and Chang 
Ch'un-chiao. Both are members 
of the standing committee of the 
Party s Politbureau and vice pre- 
miers ofthe Chinese government. 

Teng is chief of sta 任 ，and 
Chang head political commiissar 
of the People's Liberation Army， 

Teng, former secretary-general 
of the Party， once was accused of 
being the “No. 2 person in au- 
thority taking the capitalist road2” 
during the 1967 Cultural Revolu- 
tion，Harding noted. But he has 
Tisen Since to power with“mete- 
oric”speed. (Teng has just con- 
cluded a state visit to France.) 

Chang，a powerful figure in 
Shanghai during the Cultural 
Revolution，represents the wing 
of the party most opposed to re- 
Visionism . 

EMERGING 
The new power structure began 


1 emerging during the last five 


years，during which the heir- 


apparent to Chairman Mao，De-- 


fense Minister Lin Piao，died in 
an air crash while attempting to 
fiee to the Soviet Union. 

This new structure leaves China 
with a collective leadership in

The Vietnamese refugee city 
that has sprouted in the dusty 
canyons at Camp Pendleton con- 
tains. an ethnic minority that is 
suffering from largely uninten- 
tional discrimination . 

They are Chinese who once 
lived in the .sprawling Saigon 
suburb of Cholon. Few speak 
English and some speak only a 
little Vietnamese. 

Since all the refugee camp's 
language services are in Viet- 
namese，that leaves many Chi- 
nese at a disadvantage in learn- 
ing how to survive in the United 
States, 

Although some Chinese were 
prosperous merchants and pillars 
of the Saigon commercial com- 
munity，some Vietnamese con- 
sidered them second-class citi- 
Zens. 

“You know how 让 was in Sai- 
gon,”one old man told a Chinese- 
American interpreter. “LI is the 
same Way here in the camp.… 

Unlike the 1,300 Cambodians 
who are in a separate camp and 
have their own language serv- 
ices，the Chinese are scattered 
throughout the Vietnamese tent 
commtunities， 

“We haven't been able to take 
anose count of the Chinese and 
So far we dont have any Special 
Services for them,” a Marine 
official said. 


But a call by a Chinese inter- 
preter .in the large Camp 8 
brought a flood of Chinese out of 
nearby tents. 

The Chinese refugees esti-: 
mated that they make up from 5 
to 10 per cent of the camp， 

They're worried that they"]l be 
dispersed throughout the country 
and lose touch with their culture 
instead of finding homes in exist- 
ing Chinese communities in the 


United States. 
Youngsters in Cholon went to 


Chinese schools and many Chi- 
nese had little contact with Viet- 
namese. The Chinese community 
in Saigon is far larger and much 
more cloistered than Chinese- 
Amertican communities such as 
Chinatown in San Francisco,， 

Some of Cholon's families have 
been there for centuries. Others 
fed China's Maoist revolution 25 
years ag0. 

Cholon was a prosperous com- 
munity 一 Some refugees from the 
city are wealthy merchants who 
bought their way out 一 but many 
others are middle-class: 

Diep Quang Hung，a Chinese 
refugee who fled with his wife 
and infant daughter, was a guard 
at an American embassy facility 
in Saigon. 

“The U.S3.， government gave 
me a paper to evacuate my fam- 
jy,” he said. 

He said that the Chinese are as 
worried about finding a place in 
American society as the Viet- 
namese.

An unusual and engaging exhi- 


bition of rare .photographs of 
China is now at the Chinese 


”Culture Foundation . 


*Four Cameras in .China” a 
collection of 300 photos，offers a 
glimpse of Chinese jlife seldom 
”Seen. As jits program Says，the 
exhibit is “not a chronological 
SUrVey，but a _ time capsule of 
China at the turn of the century 
and in the past decade.” 

The visual diaries represent the 
collective vision of four photog- 
raphers who visited China: Au- 
gust Plemenik (1880-1963) and 
Baroness Giovanella Grenier- 
Caetani (1875-1971)， whose 
Works make their first public ap- 
pearance in this exhibit， and 
Audrey Topping and Paolo 及 och， 
two photojournalists who recently 
Visited the People's Republic of 
China. 

CONTRAST 

Breathtaking in its variety，the 
exhibit offers a contrast of old 
and new 一 best exemplified per- 
haps ip 玫 och's scenes of young 
bicyclists at the venerable Ming 
:。 Tombs and telephone repairmen 
installing new lines near the 
Great Wall. 

More importantly, it is a fitting 
testimnony to the changes that 
have transformed the Chinese 
: countryside since the Cultural 
Revolution and provides a his- 
toric record of a_ century of un- 
precedented social upheaval. 

Of all the pictures，those of 
Plemenik and Baroness Grenier- 
Caetani were most interesting to 
this reviewer. 

WANDERING 

Plemenik，an Austrian who 
went to China during the twilight 
years of the Manchu Dynasty， 
spent 14 years wandering on foot 
through streets and country roads 
capturing his imnpressions of Chi- 
na on film.“I would spend entire 
days just wandering through the 
bazaars and open food stalls,”he 
wrote，“]looking and sometimes 
buying the exotic items. . . . 
wanted to _ learn as much as 
possible about, the varied land- 
Scape.” 

Despite their age，his photos 
are exceptionally lucid. Those 
that -stand out particularly are 
scenes of Urban jife and river 
towns. A _ woman sitting outside 
her latticed front door,， a peasant 
lady shouldering a basket of 
wares by a _ country road，men 
pulling a_ heavy load of freight， 
and a haunting scene of a woman 
standing by a river bank near a 
temple gate. 

FACES 

Plemenik was fascinated 
faces，One photo，showing a 
group of children dressed in Caps 
and gowns staring at his camera， 
has all the immediacy of a snap- 
shot: their faces reveal curiosity 
and puzzled amusement (no 
doubt because the bearded Aus- 
trian Was one of the first Euro- 
pean bhotographers in China). 

” As he himself admitted,，“De- 
spite the exploitation of China by 
Europeans，I found most of the 
Chinese I met good-natured and 
friendly.” 

Baroness Grenier-Caetani'"s 
photos dwell more on court life 
and foreign legations in Peking 
during the first decade of the 
20th century， 

”Perhaps most familiar to ar- 
chivists are her striking photos of

the Empress- Dowager，,the re- 
doubtable H'zu-Tsi, and her pal- 
ace eunuchs. Borne aloft in her 
royal palanquin by dour-faced 
retainers in one photo，she is 
shown in another posing (some- 
what incongruously) as a Bodhi- 
sattva in colorful garments 
人 anked by her favorite eunuch, Li 
Lien-ying. 
BROWNIE 

Like Plemenik, the Baroness in- 
tended her photos to be aide- 
me701res，Imost of them having 
been taken with a Kodak Brownie 
camera. Yet again the quality of 
her montages belies such crude 
imnplements. 

“There are So Iany pictur- 
esque sights to photograph, the 
Baroness wrote to her mother in 
January 1908,“that one almost 
loses one'shead.” _ 

The photos of Audrey Topping 
and Paolo. och，taken during 
and after the Cultural Revolution 
by degrees, show a much differ- 
ent China caught up ip the mo- 
Ientum of change and.purpose- 
ful energy. 

NEWCOMER 

Topping，wife of New York 


Times columnist Seymour Top- 
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ping, has shown her much-publi- 
cized photos in magazines before， 
but och;， an Ialian who made 
Six trips to China，is a relative 
newcomerto photojournalism and 
in this reviewer"s opinion has a 
better eye for composition. Both 
present a vivid contrast to the 
squalid scenes of China in the 
19th century. The facial expres- 
Sions take on an air of confidence 
and the overall impression is one 
of a country actively engaged in 
bettering itself and the life of its 
Citizens. 

Koch ' s stills ofthe gardens and 
temples of Soochow are moving， 
and alone are worth the visit to 
the exhibition . 

COMMUNES 

There are numerous and well- 
photographed scenes of life in 
rural communes, factory workers， 
department stores，and study 
groups. One memorable shot 
Shows a poster of a hand-waving 
Chairman Mao perched atop the 
Customs Building in Shanghai. 

Other scenes depict the yearly 
ritual of transplanting rice seed- 
lings in a commune near Peking. 
Again，however，human interest 
prevails and we are treated to 
expressions of children，old men 
and women, and young people. 

世 would be a mistake, perhaps， 
to overemphasize such contrasts， 
for 这 one impression lingers 
throughout the exhibit it is that 
some images of China 一 the land- 
scape and the .people 一 appear 
enduring-. 

As Baroness Grenier-Caetani 
put 让 ,， .the charm of China 
Sinks sljowjly into you and you are 
Very SOITy to leave this country 
with its unanswered riddle with 
infinite regret of things sensed 
but not understood.”
